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ABRAHAM LINCOLN 

“American statesman and sixteenth president of the 
United States, was born February 12, 1809, at Nolin Creek, 
near Hodgenville, Kentucky ... Abraham’s father, Thomas, 
was a carpenter and farmer. His mother, Nancy Hanks, 
3 was a woman of hum- 
‘ ble birth but of keen 
intellect and consider- 
able force of charac- 
ter.”—Lincoln Library. 

His outstanding ac- 
complishments are 
made the more. marvel- 
ous when we consider 
the many difficulties 
which this rugged 
countryman faced but 
conquered. He was born 
in a log cabin and had 
less than one year’s 
schooling, yet he read 
and became intimately 
familiar with the Bible, 
Robinson Crusoe, Pilgrim’s 
and Weem’s 





Shakespeare, Aesop’s Fables, 
Progress, a history of the United States, 
WASHINGTON. 

At eight years of age, he moved with his family to Indi- 
ana and at twenty-one they settled in Illinois. The next 
year he took a flat boat to New Orleans where he observed 
the nature of slavery, which started a burning in his heart 
that burst into flames in his debates with Douglas until 
the whole nation felt the burning truth—the evils of 
slavery. Lincoln was one young man who hitched his wagon 
to a star—the star of LIBERTY—pulling it all the way from 
the backwoods to the Capitol, from which this great com- 
moner gave his country loads and loads of blessings. He 
freed the slaves, he saved the nation. He lived for his 
countrymen, and from his great heart he gave to the world 
those simple yet immortal words known as the “Gettysburg 
Address.” 

President Lincoln met with a tragic death from an as- 
sassin’s bullet and shall never be forgotten for his noble 
deeds. In Washington today stands that beautiful Lincoln 
Memorial, where all Americans and peoples of the world 
in silence reverence the memory of the man so long to 


be remembered.

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LINCOLN ON LIBERTY 

The world has never had a good definition of the word 
“liberty,” and the American people, just now, are much 
in want of one. We all declare for liberty, but in using 
the same word we do not all mean the same thing. 

With some the word “liberty” may mean for each man 
to do as he pleases with himself and the product of his 
labor, while with others the same word may mean for 
some men to do as they please with other men and the 
product of other men’s labor. 

Here are the two, not only different, but incompatible 
things called by the same name, “liberty.” And it follows 
that each of the things is, by the respective parties, called 
by two different and incompatible names—“liberty” and 
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“tyranny.” 

The shepherd drives the wolf from the sheep’s throat, 
for which the sheep thanks the shepherd as his liberator, 
while the wolf denounces him for the same act as the 
destroyer of liberty, especially as the sheep was a black 
one. 

Plainly, the sheep and the wolf are not agreed upon 
a definition of the word “liberty”; and precisely the 
same difference prevails today among us human creatures, 
all professing to love liberty. 

Hence, we behold the process by which thousands are 
daily passing from under the yoke of bondage, hailed by 
some as the advance of liberty, and bewailed by others 


as the destruction of all liberty—Abraham Lincoln.

MY GREATEST EXPERIENCE WITH GOD 

In my eighty-six years I have had many experiences 
with God worthy of note and deep gratitude. However, I 
think now that the most notable of them all was my call 
to the ministry. 

My boyhood years, spent in public schools in Kentucky, 
secured for me some reputation as a debater. That cir- 
cumstance, combined with the fact that my beau ideal 
of a public speaker was our county attorney, Ivan Settle, 
determined me for the law as a profession. Having settled 
in my own mind my future calling, I set about this prac- 
tice; and as I followed the plow through the corn fields, 
I tried many cases in court, green corn stalks constituting 
a magnificent audience. 

After my conversion at seventeen, when the Lord’s still 
small voice began to say to me, “You must preach in- 
stead,” I was immediately a troubled lad. My fleshly am- 
bition cried for the legal profession. The still small voice 
of the Spirit, however, opposed it and said, “No, go preach 
the preaching that I bid thee.” For months the battle royal 
was waged in my dual nature. I lost sleep, I lost my ap- 
petite, I lost flesh, but I couldn’t silence the voice of the 
Spirit. At length I knelt on a Kentucky hillside and said, 
“Lord, I give over, I give up, I will preach.” 

I look back now to that time nearly seventy years ago 
and thank God for that decision. All that is dear to me, 
anything that I have been able to accomplish that will 
abide to bless my fellow men, came out of that day’s de- 
cision. And I am happy to report that from that hour un- 
til this moment, I have never had a doubt of my divine 
call. As I review personal and professional history, I am 
filled with gratitude for the favors that have been be- 
stowed. 

The churches I have served, especially the forty-five- 
year ministry in the First Baptist Church of Minneapolis 
and the creation of the three schools—Bible Training 
School, College of Liberal Arts, and the Theological Semi- 
nary, known now as Northwestern Schools—all came out 
of that decision. 

As I witness the multitude of graduates now reaching 
the uttermost parts of the earth in their multiplied serv- 
ices and in the creation of other institutions, I thank 
God. for that day’s decision—for God’s call, for God’s 
pleading, and finally for my yielding.—W. B. Riley, Moody 
Monthly.

When I read the biographies of great men, and especial- 
ly of men whose lives are dedicated to God, it sets some- 
thing moving within my heart, something yearning. That 
something seems to peer through the veil and starts a 
hoping, that I, too, can do something really worth while 
before I die. You know, we swiftly pass this way but once, 
so that what we do must be crowded into one short life- 
time. 

When I met Dr. Riley at Minneapolis, Minnesota, at the 
time he was host to the Fourth Annual Convention of the 
National Association of Evangelicals, I was greatly im- 
pressed with this great man. This “large, husky-built 
preacher, with a thick bushy shock of snow-white hair,” 
struck me as being a noble Christian character. Once Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan said, “Dr. W. B. Riley is America’s 
greatest Christian statesman.” 


Dr. Riley was a rugged, hard-working Kentuckian, who, 
through determined efforts, regardless of financial diffi- 
culties and little opportunity of schooling, gained his col- 
lege and seminary training. He studied until one and two 
o’clock in the morning to keep up with the class. But he 
made it, finishing fourth place from the top, and with 
first place in debating. He received his B.A. degree from 
the Presbyterian College, Hanover, Indiana, June 3, 1885, 
and graduated from the Baptist Theological Seminary at 
Louisville, Kentucky. 


Think of being held at a pastorate forty-five years. They 
kept him. He didn’t have to find a place. He had a place. 
God always has a place for the man He can use. During 
those years, I understand he baptized over three thousand 
converts himself; built Jackson Hall at a cost of $250,000; 
remodeled the church, increasing the seating capacity 
from one thousand to twenty-six hundred, for $250,000. 
Besides being pastor, he was founder and president of the 
Northwestern Bible School and the Northwestern Theo- 
logical Seminary, doing the work of three men. In 1943, 
he founded the Liberal Arts College, which he states is 
his latest dream, and he said, “It will likely be my last.” 
But when asked about all this accomplishment, he said, 
“This is what God has wrought.” 

Back “in 1919, he brought together the leaders of Evan- 
gelical Christianity, founded the World’s Christian Funda- 
mentals Association, and became its first president.” 

Last year, he severed his relationship with the Northern 
Baptist Convention of his own church, because of their 
definite modernistic trend. This unusual step is just an- 
other of his definite stands for the true fundamental 
Christian faith. 

Young Christian ministers, Dr. Riley had a vision, a 
definite call. He had a goal, and an undaunted spirit that 
would not give up. It has been aptly said that we have 
yet to see what God can do with a man completely yielded 
to Him.

In Acts 19:2 Paul said, “Have ye re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since ye be- 
lieved? And they said unto him, We 
have not so much as heard whether 
there be any Holy Ghost.” He then 
asked them, “Unto what then were ye 
baptized? And they said, Unto John’s 
haptism.” You will notice that they 

ere disciples, had repented, believed 
on Jesus Christ, and had been bap- 
tized by John the Baptist. When we 
repent and believe on Jesus, we are 
saved, therefore these were saved 
people, but had not yet heard about 
the Holy Ghost. Acts 19:6, “And when 
Paul had laid his hands upon them, 
the Holy Ghost came on them; and 
they spake with tongues.” They did 
not grow into the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, but received a definite experi- 
ence and SPAKE WITH TONGUES. 

If you will read the entire 10th 
chapter of Acts, you will get a better 
understanding of this. There was a 
man called Cornelius, a devout man, 
one that feared God with all his 
house, which gave much alms, and 
prayed to God alway, verses 1 and 2. 
One day he was fasting and praying, 
verse 30, and an angel of God came 
unto him and said, “Thy prayer is 
heard,” verse 31. “Send men to Joppa, 
and call for one Simon, whose surname 
is Peter: ... he shall tell thee what thou 
oughtest to do,” verses 5 and 6. That, 
we should notice in particular—“he 
shall tell thee what thou oughtest to 
do.” We all ought to listen to those of 
the ministry who tell us what we 
ought to do, and put it into practice, 
as our ministers are led of God to 
speak to us and teach us the things 
that God gives them. We all ought to 
have the Holy Ghost. 

When Cornelius told Peter why he 
had sent for him, he said, “Therefore 
are we all here present before God, 
to hear all things that are com-

manded thee of God,” verse 33. 
Wouldn’t this be a wonderful place 
to live if all Christians went to church 
with that motive—just to hear all 
things that are commanded them of 
God, with open hearts to receive it? 
When Peter began to preach to Cor- 
nelius and his household, they were 
ready for the Holy Ghost. They did 
not have to go and make a lot of 
things right. The Holy Ghost will not 
dwell in an unclean temple. They did 
not have to wait six months for the 
Holy Ghost. (Neither will we if we 
meet conditions.) It fell on them 
then. Acts 10:44, “While Peter yet 
spake these words, the Holy Ghost 
fell on all them which heard the 
word.” How did they know it was the 
Holy Ghost? Verse 46 tells us, “For 
they heard them speak with. tongues, 
and magnify God.” Speaking in 
tongues is the evidence of the Holy 
Ghost. 

In Acts 1:4, we find that Jesus 
spoke to the apostles and told them 
not to depart from Jerusalem, but 
wait for the promise of the Father. Of 
what promise was Jesus speaking? 
The next verse tells us, “For John 
truly baptized with water; but ye 
shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost 
not many days hence.” Remember, 
John baptized when they believed and 
repented of their sins, but Jesus said, 
“Ye shall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost.” This scripture was fulfilled 
in Acts 2:4, “And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to 
speak with other tongues, as the Spir- 
it gave them utterance”—not in their 
tongue, but as the Spirit gave them 
utterance. 

Some people may think those re- 
ceiving the Holy Ghost are hypno- 
tized, as the people then thought 
they were drunk, but Peter said, Acts 
2:15-17a, “For these are not drunken, 
as ye suppose, ... But this is that 
which was spoken by the prophet Joel; 
and it shall come to pass in the last 
days, saith God, I will pour out of my 
Spirit upon all flesh.” It was the 
Spirit of God being poured out. 

What good is the Holy Ghost ex- 


perience? Acts 1:8, “But ye shall re- 
ceive power, after that the Holy 


Ghost is come upon you.” Power for 
what? Power for service, power to 
overcome, power to resist the devil. 
The Holy Ghost will give you boldness 
to stand up and speak for the Lord. 
Luke 12:12, “For the Holy Ghost shall 
teach you in the same hour what ye 
ought to say.” The Holy Ghost will 
give you the words that you need in 
the hour that you need them, if you 
stay in His will. Paul says in 1 Cor. 
2:13, “We speak, not in the words 
which man’s wisdom teacheth, but 
which the Holy Ghost teacheth.” If 
we have the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, God will teach us all things 
through the Holy Ghost. 

The Holy Ghost is a comforter. 
John 14:26, “But the Comforter, 
which is the Holy Ghost, whom the 
Father will send in my name, he shall 
teach you all things, and bring all 
things to your remembrance, whatso- 
ever I have said unto you.” When you 
are discouraged in any way, or the 
devil tries to make you think you are 
no longer a child of God, you can 
pray, seek the face of God, and the 
Holy Ghost will speak through you, 
driving away all doubts, giving you 
assurance, making you know you are 
still a child of the King and the Holy 
Ghost is abiding. Yes, He is the Com- 
forter. 

You may be wondering, “How can 
I get the Holy Ghost? I know I am 
saved.” Acts 5:32, “And we are his 
witnesses of these things; and so is 
also the Holy Ghost, whom God hath 
given to them that obey him.”

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Che Nett Decade- 
What Will It Bring? 


Whether one agrees with this writer 
or not, one must admit his suggestion 
that we have entered the last decade 
of the history of this age is most 
interesting. That the orthodox Jews 
believe there will be some advent of 
tremendous significance and impor- 
tance at the close of the sixth mil- 
lennium since the creation, there is 
no doubt. Certainly events in the 
world speed along at a tremendous 
rate today, and it surely behooves us 
all to be vigilant and ever about our 
Master’s business like unto men who 
wait for their Lord. 

Unless there is some change of 
heart on the part of the peoples of 
the world, the inevitable end of the 
present situation is war. It will not 
be war in another generation either, 
but in the next decade at most. 

. The possibility of the fulfilment of 
these words, which appeared under 
the editorial “March of Events” in 
the September issue of the Evangeli- 
cal Christian, will surely be realized 
by the enlightened mind in the deeper 
study of the prophetic Word. That 
Word unmistakably declares that, at 
the second advent of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the world will again be at 
war. Its intensity, destructiveness, and 
horror pass human comprehension, 
and in the very midst of this, the 
great Armageddon, the Son of God 
descends to end it. And when will 
this be? We are utterly ignorant of 
the day and the hour. We do not 
know the finer limits of the end time, 
but there is within the hearts of the 
redeemed a feeling and ever-increas- 
ing consciousness that “that day” is 
fast approaching. “For the elect’s 
sake those days shall be shortened.” 
We dare not dogmatize, but these 
words of our Lord may mean not only 
the curtailment of time, but the very 
rapid passing of the closing days. He 
told us to “watch,” and surely that 
command involves the concentration 
of our enlightened intelligence. The 
Holy Spirit leads into all truth, and 
never leaves the soul in whom He 
dwells in the darkness of uncertain-

ty, but ever continues to unroll the 
scroll of prophetic truth as the “day” 
approaches. In my heart I have the 
witness that His coming draweth 
nigh. 

The Next Decade? 

What will happen, in fulfilment of 
prophecy, during (and especially at 
the close of) the next decade—the next 
ten years? 

It has been stated that the year 
A.D. 1958—just eleven years from now 
(1947) —will witness the close of the 
six thousand years of human exist- 
ence. This has been demonstrated 
clearly in that profound and scholar- 
ly work, published in 1913, entitled 
“The Romance of Bible Chronology,” 
in two volumes, by Rev. Martin An- 
stey, M. A. B. D. (London, England). 
In that work, which he dedicated to 
his friend, the world-famous Bible 
scholar, Dr. George Campbell Morgan, 
he demonstrates the errors of both 
Ptolemy and Bishop Ussher, whose 
systems of chronology have been ac- 
cepted throughout the Christian era. 

Claudius Ptolemy, who flourished in 
the second century, A.D., was un- 
doubtedly an extraordinarily intelli- 
gent man. Because of his great learn- 
ing, he was considered almost divine 
by the people of his day. He was a 
great geographer and astronomer, 
and for a long time an accepted 
chronologist, yet Martin Anstey shows 
Ptolemy’s errors in all these three 
branches of learning, especially in 
chronology, where he declares, and 
proves, Ptolemy’s chronology to be 
eighty-two years higher than the 
Bible dates. This older chronologist 
gives the year B. C. 4124 as the year 
of the creation of Adam—the first 
of the human race—whereas Martin 
Anstey’s Bible dates place it as B.C. 
4042 (Anno Hominis I). 

Bishop Ussher, one of the more 
modern chronologists (A. D. 1581- 
1656), and one of the ablest, con- 
structed a scheme of chronology 
which is largely accepted even in the 


present time, and one “which does 
not err by more than thirty-eight years 
from that which lies embedded in the 
Hebrew Text,” declares Martin An- 
stey. Ussher’s system was revised by 
William Lloyd, who became Bishop of 
Worcester, and was published in his 
“Lloyd’s Bible,” in 1701 A.D., so that 
we find in many of our English 
Authorized Version marginal refer- 
ences the date given for the creation 
of man as B. C. 4004. This, suggests 
Martin Anstey, was thirty-eight years 
too low. If all this is correct, and 
Martin Anstey’s Bible date for the 
creation of Adam, B. C. 4042, is the 
true one, then the present year would 
be An. Hom. 5989, and in eleven years’ 
time—1958 A. D., we should see the 
end of the six thousand years of 
human existence and the beginning 
of the seventh millennium. 

This is not merely interesting but 
strikingly important, especially in the 
light of that most impressive passage 
in 2 Peter 3:8, “But, beloved, be not 
ignorant of this one thing, that one 
day is with the Lord as a thousand 
years, and a thousand years as one 
day.” There are many students of 
prophecy who see in this passage not 
only the brevity of time from the 
divine viewpoint, but a great prin- 
ciple. The Greek word Lanthaneto, 
translated here “Be not ignorant,” 
suggests something that is hidden, 
secret, or that which escapes the 
notice, and the whole sentence has 
been translated “But this one thing 
let not be hidden from you.” And 
this “one thing” which must not be 
overlooked by us, or allowed to re- 
main hidden from us, or escape our 
notice, is the. divine principle that 
one thousand years is AS one day, 
and one day AS a thousand years. 
When that principle is applied to the 
six days of the creation of Genesis 
1, followed by the seventh day of sab- 
batical rest, we must surely realize 
that “the coming of the Lord is (very, 
very) near.” 

It is well to remember that, in

incontrovertible

the drinking of beer, wine, and 
whisky does to the body and to the 
thinking processes—are summarized 
by Dr. Haven Emerson, chiefly for the 
benefit of young men and women 
who want facts. 

Dr. Emerson, who is an outstand- 
ing authority on public health and 
speaks from years of study, points 
out that alcohol is a habit-forming 
drug and that it poisons the human 
system. He reports that its food 
value is fictitious, that as a medicine 
it is dangerous and its use as such is 
steadily diminishing, that it dulls 
and deteriorates the mind, that it is 
a direct cause of disease and shortens 
human life, and that a taste for liq- 
uor is not inescapable, because it is 
not hereditary. 

These fact findings of the medical 
sciences are unrealized by many of 
the young people of today, who are 
continually besieged with glamorous 
liquor advertising for profit purposes. 

Large numbers of youth have gone 
through school and out into the mili- 
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Alcohol Facts... 


tary services, business, or industry 
without an adequate knowledge of 
what the continued use of alcohol 
may do to them. 

Dr. Emerson, who gives this latest 
summary of the effects of alcohol, is 
a former president of the Board of 
Health and commissioner of the De- 
partment of Public Health of New 
York City. Later, for many years, he 
served as professor of Public Health 
Administration at Columbia Univer- 
sity. His books include “Alcohol, Its 
Effects on Man.” 

Here is his brief review of the es- 
tablished knowledge of the results of 
alcohol drinking: 

Alcohol as a Food 

Alcohol is not properly described as 
a food. The molecule of alcohol is 
incapable of incorporation with any 
of the tissues of the human body for 
growth, development, repair, or stor- 
age in the body. 

Furthermore, although alcohol can 
take the place of as much as 20 per 
cent of the calorie units in the diet 
of a man engaged in manual labor 
or bodily exercise, its use as a source

of energy is physiologically unsound 
and economically extravagant. 
As a Medicine 

Alcohol may be used medicinally as 
a depressant to the central nervous 
system, as a sedative, and as an 
anaesthetic. There are other medici- 
nal agents that have largely replaced 
alcohol for each of these purposes: 
drugs that lack the toxic effects of 
alcohol and are less likely to develop 
habitual use or addiction. 

Alcohol is not a stimulant to be 
relied upon to improve the circula- 
tion, respiration, or digestion. It is 
not an indispensable drug, and its 
use has been steadily diminishing in 
the general hospitals of this country 
as other and safer and more effective 
drugs have been discovered. 

As a Poison or Narcotic 

Alcohol is a narcotic, as are ether 
and chloroform. Alcohol has toxic or 
poisonous’ effects whenever used. 
These effects are chiefly, if not ex- 
clusively, due to action on the brain 
and other parts of the central nervous 
system, and are mild or severe, acute 
or chronic, according to the amount 
of alcohol consumed and the percent- 
age circulating at any particular time 
in the blood. 

As a Habit-Forming Drug 

Habitual users of alcohol are nu- 
merous. Among these many become 
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addicts or chronic alcoholics and 
“problem drinkers.” The tendency of 
alcohol habitues is to increase the 
amounts they take, or the frequency 
of dosage, or to use the stronger, 
higher per cent alcoholic beverages 
in place of those of low alcohol con- 
tent. The habitual user of alcohol 
who cannot voluntarily discontinue 
its use without suffering some con- 
siderable distress of body or mind, 
has become an addict and should put 
himself under treatment. 

Its Effects on Bodily Structure 

The effects on body structure of al- 
cohol as used in moderation are very 
slight or negligible. The effect of 
alcohol is mainly upon the behavior 
of the person, his conduct, his emo- 
tions, his self-control, judgment, dis- 
cretion, memory, and association of 
ideas, and not upon the tissues of 
his body, his muscles, glandular or- 
gans, heart, or other tissues. In 
chronic alcoholics the cells of the 
brain and other cells may undergo 
processes of degeneration. 

Effects on Bodily Functions 

The effects of alcohol on body func- 
tions are those of depression or in- 
feriority of function. No bodily func- 
tions are improved by the use of al- 
cohol in a normal healthy person, 
although the user of alcohol often is 
convinced that he can perform with 
body and mind better when he has 
taken alcohol than when he has not. 
The judgment of the alcohol user in 
such matters is notoriously unreli- 
able. 

Effects on Disease Resistance 

Alcohol may decrease bodily resist- 
ance to infection and diminish the 
likelihood of recovery. The injured 
or infected alcoholic has more com- 
plications, a longer course to recov- 
ery, and a higher mortality from the 
common bacterial infections than if 
his body were free from alcohol. 

As a Cause of Disease 

Alcohol is a direct cause of various 
acute’ and chronic diseases and is a 
complicating and contributing. factor 
in many others. From 5 to 10 per cent 
of new admissions to state hospitals 
for mental diseases in the United 
States are for alcoholic psychoses. 
From 10,000 to 12,000 patients a year, 
suffering from acute or chronic forms 
of alcoholism, are admitted for medi- 
cal care each year to the psychiatric 
service of Bellevue Hospital in New 
York City. 

As a Cause of Death 
It is estimated that alcohol is a 
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direct and indirect cause of death to 
the extent of approximately 10 per 
100,000 of the population per annum.* 
Effects on Thinking 

Alcohol dulls the higher faculties 
of the mind, the intellect, and the will 
before it has an appreciable effect 
upon locomotion or the use of the 
muscles of the body. Perception, as- 
sociation of ideas, memory, discrimi- 
nation, and judgment all are deteri- 
orated by amounts of alcohol which 
do not create a condition of offense 
in the police or social sense. 

On Sensation and Perception 

The bodily reflexs upon which so 
many of our reactions are based, 
which save us from accident or in- 
jury, all are delayed or retarded in 
their effects from 5 to 10 per cent by 
the use of alcohol in small amounts; 
amounts less than that would be de- 
scribed socially as moderate drinking. 

Longevity 

Abstainers from the use of alcohol 
have an average life expectancy long- 
er than that of habitual users of al- 
cohol. So-called moderate users of al- 
cohol have a slightly shorter life ex- 
pectancy; that is, die at a little earlier 
age than is the case with nonusers. 
Heavy drinkers, whether habitual or 
periodical, and all classes of people 
whose occupations give easy access 
to alcohol, or appear to require its 
use to succeed in business, have very 
decidedly reduced average longevity. 

Heredity 


Alcohol causes no hereditary dis- 
ease of body or mind. The offspring 
of alcoholic parents may suffer vari- 
ous diseases and defects which, how- 
ever, may be neither congenital nor 
hereditary, but the results of the un- 
favorable economic, social, emotional, 
and educational conditions charac- 
teristic of the home of alcoholic 
parents. 

A great many pathological drink- 
ers, chronic alcoholics, suffer also 
from inferiorities of body and mind 
which have been potent factors in 
developing excessive and habitual 
alcoholism, and these conditions, ab- 
normalities of body and mind, may 
be inheritable. There is a high mor- 
tality and morbidity among the off- 
spring of alcoholics, but these are 
more related to neglect, ignorance, 
and poverty of such families than to 
qualities inherited. Alcoholism, acute

or chronic, is not an inheritable dis- 
ease or condition, but an acquired 
condition of poisoning of body and 
mind created by the excessive or 
habitual alcoholic beverages or both. 
The Home 

The effects of alcohol upon the 
home are various, and all of them 
contribute to emotional instability, 
educational inadequacy, economic 
dependency, and personally, particu- 
larly among the children. 

Crime 

Crimes of violence, violations of 
traffic and safety ordinances, dis- 
turbances of the peace are associated 
with acute alcoholism or accompany 
a career of chronic alcoholism in a 
high proportion of cases brought to 
court of first resort. 

Accidents 

Accidents in the home, in industry, 
on the farm, on the public highway, 
are due, many of them, directly, and 
still more of them indirectly, to the 
use of alcohol; not only to the point 
of obvious drunkenness, “intoxication,” 
but when used in relatively moderate 
amounts under conditions that in- 
terfere, to some degree, with the per- 
formance of ordinary tasks or occu- 
pations. The percentage of automo- 
bile accidents due directly, or largely, 
to alcohol used by. driver or pedestrian 
amounts to from 15 to 45 per cent 
or more of all. street accident cases 
coming to police attention.

these days when “men’s hearts (are) 
failing them for fear, and for looking 
after those things which are coming 
on the earth” (Luke 21:26); the dis- 
tress of nations; the ever-increasing 
immorality, crime and _ godlessness 
abounding everywhere; the insoluble 
problems facing this worn-out world 
of mankind, it is written of the end 
time, “the wise shall understand.” 
And that “DAY,” when the physical, 
tangible feet of the Redeemer, the 
Lord Jesus Christ, shall contact the 
solid earth again, shall not overtake 
the believing, waiting, watching child 
of God “as a thief in the night.” 
Those are significant words of our 
Lord in Matthew 25:6, at midnight 
the cry, “Behold, the bridegroom com- 
eth; go ye out to meet him.” Who 
will cry that to us in the day of His 
appearing? And from whence shall 
come the command, “Go ye out to 
meet him”? As we have received all 
our spiritual life enlightenment and 
inspiration from the indwelling pres- 
ence of the Holy Spirit, is it not true 
to suggest that He, the Holy Spirit 
who has been given to us, shall make 
that cry and impart that urge with- 
in our own hearts? 


The next decade! How much can 
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happen in that short period of time! 
As we meditate upon the immediate 
future, we see in troubled Palestine 
the possibility of the stage being set 
for the final battle of the Armaged- 
don period. The London Press accuses 
a northern power of being behind the 
“hell ships” of Jewish emigrants in 
order to embarrass the British Gov- 
ernment. The Jews are determined to 
get into Palestine by sea or land. At 
this moment there is in Germany a 
Jewish exodus plan to march through 
the countries of Europe to Palestine. 
Should this plan materialize, it would 
be a remarkable repetition of the 
great exodus march from Egypt to 
Canaan. That march took forty years 
to accomplish. In 1917, the Balfour 
Declaration was made—that in Pales- 
tine the Jews would find a national 
home. Forty years from 1917 brings 
us to 1958, which according to the 
latest research, terminates the six 
thousand years of human life. There 
is no need for us who believe to look 
out upon the political and economic 
state of the world, for that would only 
depress us. We need to have a firm 
grasp of the Scripture in order to 
know just where we are in the “march 
of events” and in the divine purpose.

Industry 

Absenteeism from illness related to 
use of alcohol is common, particular- 
ly on Mondays and the days immedi- 
ately following holidays. Output is 
lowered, speed, quantity, and quality 
of product or services are reduced by 
the inferiority of bodily and mental 
performance of industrial workers 
who habitually or intermittently use 
alcoholic beverages, even if they use 
them in a way to avoid obvious 
drunkenness in the police sense of the 
term. 

Society 

Society suffers from the abnormal 
or psychopathic conduct of persistent 
chronic, habitual, or occasional ex- 
cessive users of alcohol. Society, the 
wage-earner’s family particularly, 
suffers from the diversion of some 
$7,000,000,000 annually for purchase 
of alcoholic beverages by the con- 
sumer, from constructive uses of 
money for better housing, feeding of 
children, clothing, and wholesome 
recreation. 

What the community gets in taxes 
on the beverage alcohol industry and 
retail trade does not nearly meet the 
cost of illness, death, unemployment, 
accident, crime, and mental disease 
which are the result of alcohol abuse 
and for which the community must 
pay. 

Society pays two dollars for alco- 
holic drinks for every one it pays for 
education, from kindergarten to uni- 
versity graduate professional schools. 

The expenditure for alcohol brings 
to society no benefits, but a multi- 
tude of individual and collective mis- 
fortunes. Social progress, as in the 
case of individual bodily and mental 
performance, is obstructed and ren- 
dered inferior by beverage alcohol as 
now consumed in the United States.
